2. Claims 22 and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a.) as being 
clearly anticipated by Kung. 

Kung disclosed a Gilbert multiplier cell (column 1, lines 10-12) comprising a 
pair of cross-coupled emitter-coupled transistor pairs (15, 16, 17, 18); a 
bias circuit (15', 16', 17', 18') that is coupled to at least one of the emitter- 
coupled transistor pairs (15, 16 or 17, 18) and that is biased class-B 
(column4, lines 39-44). 

3. Claims 22, 23, 49 and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b.) as 
being clearly anticipated by Blomley. 

Blomley disclosed a Gilbert cell with cross-coupled emitter-coupled transistor 
pairs (110, 112) and with a class-B biased (page 6, line 1) driver circuit (20) 
comprising a current mirror (Q6, Q7) coupled to transistor pairs (110, 112). 
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4. Claims 24 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 1-21 and 26-48 are allowed.
